The plan of 
the Boston syndicate, which has bought 
up all the available cedar limits, with 
a large area In the vicinity of the pro- 
posed mill, is to ship lumber and 
shingles around the Horn to Boston 
wet and have them finished in Boston, 
and thus save largely tn freight. It Is 
claimed that the reputation of the Brit- 
ish Columbia shingles in the Boston 
market will more than offset the $2 
duty.

Fleet Will De Sent Away Today 
on »hree Thousand Mile 
Run. 



New York, May 15.— With the Incen- 
tive of a valuable cup and thre? other 
prizes offered by the German Emperor, 
eleven large sailing yachts of various 
rigs and representing three nations, as- 
sembled In the Inner harbor today, fully 
prepared for the start tomorrow of a 
race across the Atlantic. Eight of the 
contestants are vessels owned in the 
United States, two ure from England, 
while Germany has one representative. 
While a number of the yachts have 
had a deep sea experience, there are 
several In the fleet which have had 
little sailing except In the compara- 
tively placid waters of the American 
coast. A representative of Emperor 
William, assisted by a committee of 
American yachtsmen, will start the lleet 
at 2 o'clock tomorrow afternoon at 
Sandy Hook lightship, ten miles outside 
of this harbor. The finish will be at the 
Lizard on the English coast, more than 
three thousand miles away, where a 
German war vessel will note the win- 
ner.

Ottawa, May 15. — Mr. Hyman, acting 
minister of public works, was in his 
place in the House today, and the Gov- 
eruor-General has gone away on a fish- 
ing trip. This means that Mr. Hyman 
will not go on the ministerial payroll for 
some days. Premier Laurier had a con- 
ference 'with the Governor-General yes- 
terday, but whatever passed between 
thoin is of course known only to the two 
gentlemen concerned. It is clear, how- 
ever, that the government is not ready 
yet to open the constituency of London. 
The reasons for this is not dillicult to 
Bud. There is trouble in the ministerial 
ranks over the school issue, Hyman him- 
self being a warm advocate of further 
modification • of clause 10 pertaining to 
path easier. 

Fitrpatrick's Statement. 
Thin afternoon Hon. Mr. Fitzpatrick 
read to the House a carefully prepared 
statement as to the reasons which In- 
duced the government to modify the 
famous clause No. 16. This explanation 
Is as clear as mud. In one paragraph, 
in referring to Hon. Mr. Haultaln's 
draft of the bill, It Is declared that had 
the government adopted that measure 
the provisions of section 93 of the Brit- 
ish North America Act would have ap- 
plied automatically to the new prov- 
inces, or, in other words, that this sec- 
tion of Canada's constitution would 
have confirmed to tho Roman Catholics 
of Alberta and Saskatchewan the sumo 
educational rights which they now pos- 
sess, under the Territorial government. 
Such an opinion coming from the high- 
est legal functionary in Canada Is in- 
directly a severe rebuke to those of 
his colleagues who Insisted upon an 
educational clause going Into the bill. 
With the new clause, however, taking 
the place of section !)3, the question is 
where will the new provinces stand. 
From the mass of verbiage surrounding 
the opinion of the minister of justice 
this much is clear, viz.: That the gov- 
ernment proposal is to ensure the en- 
joyment by the Roman Catholic min- 
ority of the new provinces of the rights 
specified by the Northwest school ordi- 
nance, '-'J and 30. In order to excuse the 
course of the government in infringing 
upon the provincial right to deal with 
Its educational matters, Hon. Mr. Fitz- 
patrick was careful to preface his opin- 
ion with a repetition of his claim that 
there Is not a single province ln the 
Dominion which enjoys the exclusive 
right to deal with education. Discus- 
sion upon the subject was postponed to 
give the opposition a chance to study 
Mr. Fltzpatrlck's statement. The ac- 
tual rights which the minister claims 
will be ensured by the amended clause 
1G are the right to establish separate 
schools (common to Catholics and 
Protestants), the right to have half an 
hour of religious exercise at the con- 
clusion of school work (common to 
Catholics and Protestants, public, and 
separate schools), the option for Catho- 
lics to use first and second Catholic 
readers, and the right to elect, trustees 
who will choose their teachers. 

Supremo Court Judgments. 
The Supreme court today gave judg- 
ments In the reference respecting the 
act. to amend the Railway Act, 11)03. 
The court Is of the opinion that it was 
within the competency of the federal 
parliament to enact the provisions set 
forth in court. This confirms the legis- 
lation of last session forbidding rail- 
ways contracting themselves out of lia- 
bility for demands of tholr employees. 
In regarding the reference respecting 
ferries, the court is of opinion tho 
Jurisdiction of the Dominion govern- 
ment to establish and license interna- 
tional and Inter-provincial ferries Is ln 
parliament.

THE DOMINION AND THE PROV- 
INCES. 

My view has always been that as the 
revenue of this country comes In the 
main from the people of the country, 
it is to the people that the disposable 
surplus, if there be one, should re- 
turn. — Lord Curzon. 

The above was intended to apply to 
conditions In Great Britain and had no 
reference to the question of the read- 
justment of financial relations as be- 
tween the Dominion and the Provinces; 
but nevertheless nothing could so aptly 
apply to the latter as Lord Curzon's 
words. It is the people of the Prov- 
inces who supply the money which is 
contributed to Ottawa for Federal pur- 
poses, and provision should be made for 
an ample return to the Provinces. The 
people of the Provinces are the same 
as the people of the Dominion and are 
entitled to equal consideration In a Pro- 
vincial as in a Federal capacity. Pro- 
vincial administrations and the Domin- 
ion administration are each sovereign 
in their own way. Each is responsible

But. after all, it Is not a question of | 
regarding the "Dominion as a sort of ' 
foreign power to be jealously watched 
by the representatives of the Provinces 
and to be bled for Provincial advant- 
age at every opportunity," as the Mon- 
treal Gazette maintains. That Is a 
one-sided and badly digested view ot 
the case. It Is, unfortunately, a too 
common view. The money that Is un- 
der the control of the Federal authori- 
ties comes from the people of the Prov- 
inces in every part of the Dominion.

under the provisions of the British 
North America Act. The mistake made 
at the time of Confederation was that 
no provision, automatic or otherwise, 
was made for the shortage of revenues 
for Provincial purposos that might en- 
sue under the operation of Federal re- 
lations. 

The Montreal Gazette, in discussing 
the agitation for readjustment, denies 
the right of the Provinces to come to 
the Dominion making any demands for 
more money. It says that "it is a mis- 
representation to say that the original 
Provinces 'gave up' anything to Canada 
in 1867." This would, of course, apply 
to British Columbia and Prince Edward 
Island, which came In subsequently. 
They were all Independent colonies, 
managing their own affairs, collecting 
their own revenues and owing alleg- 
iance to Downing Street authority di- 
rectly. How It can be a misrepresenta- 
tion to state that they gave up their 
customs, excise and post office revenues 
to the Dominion we cannot Imagine. It 
I is a fact. The Gazette argues that they 
had reached a stage In their career as 
. political entities past which they could 
not hope to go and improve their condi- 
tion without change. Even if that be 
accepted as gospel, it does not alter 
the facts of the case. The colonies, 
self-governing to a large extent, volun- 
tarily surrendered rights for what was 
considered the good of the whole people 
of British North America, and In con- 
formity with Imperial interests on this 
continent, The people were then, as 
■;: today, loyal to Great Britain and pos- 
sessed as high political ideals as to- 
day. If they had not confederated upon 
^'•'the terms settled at the Quebec con- 
ference and had not desired to remain 
as I hey were, they had other courses 
rtopen to them. They could have retain - 
(fed their entity, their political responsi- 
bilities and colonial status by forming 
themselves Into a Zollverein, with free 
trade between each of its parts, and a 
common tariff against the world. To 
'V-hat extent Great Britain might have 
favored the complete independence of 
each on its own part, or annexation to 
Me United States (or rather to what 
extent it would have objected) we can- 
gffit say. It was not so very long be-

The manufacture of pulp and paper in 
'British Columbia lias had to run the 
gauntlet of the wary investor's scrutiny 
of prospectuses. The facts which influ- 
ence his mind an' very much the same 
as those ii: the case of the manufacture 
of iron, for which the natural conditions 
seem so favorable. The existence of a 
plentiful supply of pulp wood at first 
suggested success of the pulp industry 
as easily possible, ami many accepted 
without question the statement that pulp 
mills would pay hand.- I<\ It was 
pointed mil long ago. however, that tho 
same conditions as to market did not 
exist mi this Coast as it .lid in Eastern 
Canada, where the industry had grown 
to large proportions, and was highly re- 
munerative. Excepl in Japan, there are 
no countries ou the Pacific Ocean which 
import pulp to any extent, and the mar- 
ket in Japan for wood pulp is nut yet 
sullicient to absorb the output of a m'll 
of any size. Statistics did, however, show 
thai in these countries there was a mar- 
ki t for paper sullicient to justify the 
erection of paper mills, and Unit the 
demand for pulp must he met by homo 
consumption. Thai tho question of mar- 
ket lias been settled satisfactorily to tin' 
minds of English investors is demonstrat- 
ed by the flotation we have recorded. 

In order to place the mutter in shape 
for consideration a very great many ex- 
pensive and difficult preliminaries had to 
be arranged.

SERVICE DOUTOK 

COMES TO LOCATE 



Dr. H. F. Shanks Who Served in 
British Medical and Civil 
Service Now Here. 



Dr. F. H. Shanks, for a quarter of :i 
century in bhe British medical and civil 
■service in India, Egypt, t!io Straits Set- 
tlements and the Fiji islands, arrived in 
the city yesterday by the steamer What- 
com and expects to locate in Victoria. 
l''or the past seven years Dr. .Shanks has 
been scrviug as district chief ol the pro- 
vincial hospital service in the Fiji isl- 
ands. 

Dr. Shanks was in the. islands when 
the religious agitation started there twj 
and ti half years ago, and tells of the 
burning of the Lutheran Bibles in one 
of the provinces, an incident Hut event- 
ually resulted in the recall ol' Governor 
.Jackson by the British authorities. 

"The first missionaries who entered the 
country were Lutherans," said Dr. 
■Shanks, "and when the islands came un- 
der British rule there were, invariably, 
Protestant governors until Jackson was 
appointed. 

"One of the chiefs of the district had 
an Idea that lie wanted to extend his 
power. lie was a Lutheran, and his 
friends told him that the governor would 
uever consent to give him more influence 
011 account of his religion. As a conse- 
quence, tin' chief joined ' the Roman 
Catholic church and persuaded 850 of 
his native subjects to do so also, and 
one day there was a big burning of the 
Wesleyaji Bibles in the district, and the 
chief, who had formerly buijt a church 
for the Lutherans in his dislrict, turned 
it over to the Catholic church. 

"The Bible burning was the cause of 
a big scandal. Mass meetings were held 
and there was all sorts of trouble. The 
governor tried to hush things up, but. 
couldn't, mid as a result ol' the whole 
thing the government called him to Eng- 
land on leave and forgot to send him 
back. Someone else was sent out to take 
his place." 

There are. Dr. Shanks stales, some 
3,000 whites in the islands in government 
service or crowing sugar. Many also are 
in the employ of the Colonial Sugar Re- 
liuing Co., which operates extensively 
Ml rough the islands. Most of the work- 
iugmon are, the doctor states, Indians 
who have been brought over from India 
and bound out to the whites for periods 
of five years. 

Dr. Shanks was in India in 1SS2, and 
wns ordered to Suakin on the Bed Sen 
when the Egyptian trouble broke out. 
He was present at the storming of Tn- 
mai, and holds an excellent record as an 
army surgeon. He was in Egypt when 
Chinese Cordon was killed.

Mayor Houston and the Progressives — 
Silverton's Murder Trial. 

Nelson, May 12.— (Special)— Mayor 
Houston is having trouble with the Pro- 
gressive party, on whose votes he rode 
into ofHce last January. The redoubt- 
able mayor has secured the money for 
building the power plant; he has defeat- 
ed the efforl i. . spend the money of the 
city on schools which might have Imperil- 
ed the borrowing capacity of the muni- 
cipality; he has so fur sot aside the 
strenuous efforts of the Wcsi Kootennv 
Power ami Light Co. In baulk the city 
getting sufficient water fur power pur- 
poses, as John Houston claims, but the 
split has happened over the dismissal of 
some minor city officials without assign- 
ing publicly any cause. The incident, 
however, looms largely before the eyes 
»f many of his following, anil though in- 
significant, seems to promise trouble in 
the future, lions springing up in the 
path that seomed clear. 

Tho .assizes, Beginning on May D, have 
been occupied so far with the trial of 
John Roberts for attempting to murder 
M. S. Davys on the night of .Tan. 17 
last by shooting at him from the main 
street of Silverton into tho Victoria ho- 
tel. The motive alleged is that M. S. 
Davys introduced a Chinese cook into 
the Silverton mines against the wishes 
of the community. The evidence produc- 
ed by the Crown has been direct and cir- 
cumstantial: that for the defence being 
confined to character, the defence relying 
upon that and upon other defects In the 
presentation of the case 'by the crown to 
procure an acquit I al.
